‘The effect we speak of is Cétainly most lustrous and pervad- 
ig, and does not appear to us to be'toofpowerful, ag some 
think ; though, to be sure, we have tot been in the full 
shine of it: Tt is found inconvenient, We dare say, both 
to over andtinder-dressérs,—to those who paint, and those 
“vho are inelined ta be wegiigent ; fot it renders every one 
as visible as in day-hght, aad has had an evident effcet on 
the boxes, in making the compahy take double’ pains with 
thoir dress. ‘{‘here is no other ‘light besides this in the 
thieaire, except at the lowed Vier of boxes, which is hang 
also with a‘few gac-light chandeliers, not in so tasteful a 
style as the one alidve-mentioned.’
